A REVIEW OF THE 
REE JONSON PHILADELPHIA 
CONVENTION. 


BY HON. Te D: DANE: 


Salem, Sept. 14, 1866. 
EpıTor COMMERCIAL: — 

The Address to the American people 
put forth by the Philadelphia Johnson 
Convention, virtually conceđe all that 
is claimed by that portion of the peo- 
ple, in whose record, the historian will 
never find the taint of treason, during 


| the bloody drama of the rebellion. It 


says “ Our Government has passed the 
vicissitud 2s and the perils of civil war 
—a war which, though maimly section- 
al in its character, has, nevertheless de- 
cided political differences, that from 
the very beginning of the Government, 
had threatened the unity of our nation- 
al existence, and has left its impress 
deep and ineffaceable upon all the in- 
terests the sentiments and the destiny 
of the Republic.” These sweeping 
declarations are as comprehensive in 
their full scope, and so forcible in their 
application to the present times, and 


the real condition of the country, that- 


the umbiased reader would never sus- 
pect them to have emanated from a 
body of men who believe that the “Con- 
stitution as it is and. the Government 
as it was” are the only sure guaran- 
tees of future prosperity. A great 
change, so radical in its nature, as to 
leave its indelible impress upon all the 
interests the sentiments and the desti- 
ny of the Republic, must necessarily 
demand a corresponding change in 
the structure of the Government. 

It requires no profound course of 
reasoning to establish the fact, that 
Organic and Statute laws adapted to 
the condition of the bondsman the serf 
and the slave, would not be at all ap- 


plicable to a society where all men are | 
| free. 


We have an illustration of this 
‘truth in the “ political differences that 


from, the very beginning of the Gov- 


ernment had threatened the unity of 
our national existence.” Nor does the 
adoption of a single amendment to the 
Constitution simply abolishing the 
forms of slavery: perfectly adjust the 
institutions of the country to this <‘ in- 
effaceable impress on all the interests 
the sentiments and destiny of the Re- 
public.” Ifthere were no moral and 
legal binding force in the. obligation of 
the Constitution, requiring Comgress 
to “ guarentee to every State in’ the 
Union a republican form of govern- 


ment,” or in the condition of the weak 


and helpless. freedmen, and the loyal 
white man of the South, still justice to 
the loyal North requires that they 
should have some permanent assurance, 
that the complicated intrigues. of 
the unscrupulous politician shall never 
force upon them additional taxes, in 
orderto pension the soldiers the wid- 
ows and the orphans of treason, or to 


pay the Confederate debt. . Neither is 


it just that two hundred thousand trai- 
tors should come out of arebeilion that 
has cost the nation so much precious 
blood and treasure, so much sacrifice 
suffering and sorrow, and entailed upon 
the people such a burdensome debt, 
vith the additional political’ strength 
that the Constitution in its present 
form secures to them. The abolition 
of slavery, in nullifying the three-fifths 
clause, gives to the South twelve. addi- 
tional Congressmen thus largely in- 
creasing their-iniluence in the national 
Conneils and. Eleetoral College, and 
really securing to'them one’ grent ob- 
ject of the rebellion, which was to gain 
political strength. There is another 
question, of weighty consideration, in- 
volved in the issues between the Pres- 
ident and ‘his convention, and the peo- 
ple. | 

In every form of government there 
are certain duties that the citizen owes 
the government. In Democracies and- 
Republics, and all governments found- 
ed on just principles, there are certain 
duties that the government owes the 
citizen, the humblest as well as the 
highest, among these is protection in 
the employment of the national and 
When the peace 
of society or the security of individu- 
als has been interranted by the perpe- 
tration of crime, justice and’ the ends. 
of law demand the arrest. and: punish- 
ment of the offender.: Thus bad per- 


‘sons, disturbers of the public peace 


may be put under bonds or they may 
be imprisoned, and in most countries, 
as the crime becomes more malignant, 
involving deeper moral turpitude, the 
offender forfeits his life. The certain- 
ty that these just attributes of law will 
be enforced, impresses a deeper sense 
of security in any well regulated com- 
munity, than the severity of the sword 
of justice alone can possibly do. Hence 
the individual who attempts to screen 
the criminal from the grasp of the law, 
or to exonerate him from guilt becomes 
participes criminis, and is amenable be- 
fore the law. _ 

By the uniform practice of nations 
and the moral judgement of civilized 
man, treason holds the front in the 
ranks of crime, because it strikes at the

ty for individuals. The Philadelphia 
Convention, thg logical corollary of my 
policy, demands not that treason shall 
be made odious and traitors punished” 
but that treason shall be made honora- 
ble and traitors rewarded not only by 
executive patronage but with seats in 
Congress. 

When we consider the enormity of 
the crime—men deserting positions of 
honor and trust under a government 
that had raised them from oblivion, 
and with the oath of ofice burning on 
their ips perjure their souls, by try- 
ing to destroy the very instrument 
they had sworn to defend, it cannot 
be justly said of Congress that they 
have acted in a spirit of retaliation and 


revenge. livery traitor has forfeited 


| his life, and as well might the criminal 


at the bar demand the right to sit on 
the jury that tries him, as for these 
men to demand seats in Congress, to 
legislate, not only for the general in- 
terests of the country, but to decide 


whether they are guilty of treason, or‘ 


have only been making patriotic 
demonstrations to test the strength 
of the Government, and win the re- 
spect of-other nations. 

But it may be said that this reason- 
ingis only. applicable to individuals, 
and not to States in this Union. <A 
few quotations from the address will 
show conclusively that those States as 
municipalities are not in the Union but 
striving to get in. And in this lies the 
whole controversy. In the first place, 
let us ascertain what constitutes a 
State. Evidently it is not territory, 
nor men, women and children; but it 
is an organized community or commu- 
nities, exercising governmental func- 
tions and endowed with certain sover- 
eign powers. “The address says in ref: 
erence to the condition of these former 
States, “It would seem to be both na- 
tural and inevitable, that in States and 
sections so recently swept by the whirl- 
wind of war, where all the ordinary 
methods of organized ind ustry have 
been broken up and the bonds and in- 
fluences that guarantee social order 
have been destroyed, and where. thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of turbu- 
lent spirits have been suddenly loosed 
from the discipline of war and thrown 
without resources or restraint upon a 
disorganized and chaotie society,” &c.— 
What a distressing picture of lhe con- 
dition of the south; and yet it is too 
true. Society isin a ‘ disorganized 
‘and chaotic’: state, wanting in all the 
elements of good government. One 


more quotation will suffice: In thezeal 


to. impress. the: public mind that the 


South has been sufficiently humiliated 
and punished for their sad mistake, (for 
crime they will hardly admit it to be), 
they concede all that the most rabid 
“radical has ever claimed. They say: 
“In the death of friends and relatives, 
the dispersion of families the disrup- 
tion of social systems and social ties, 
the overthrow of governments, of law 
and-order *: *  * — the States and 
people which engaged in the war 
against the Goverment of the United 
States have suffered ten fold more 
than these who remained in allegiance 


lto the Constitution and laws.” Here 


is a clear and emphatic admission, not 
only that their State governments and 
law ana order had been destroyed, but 
that the people of the rebellious States 
had become aliens to this Government 
by breaking their allegiance. When 
such broad premises are conceded by 
those who call themselves Conserva- 
tives, it is hard to understand the force 
of their logic when they claim that the 
measures adopted by Congress are rev- 
olutionary in their character. If soci- 

ety is disorganized and chaotic—if 
Government and law and order have 

been destroyed, and the rebel States 
have broken their allegience to the 
Government of the United States, it 
would seem natural and. indespensable 
that Congress, being clothed by the 

Constitution with the “ Supreme ” pow- 

er of legislation, should adopt some 

plan by which government and law 

and order should be restored. This 

they have done. And no more.
